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A Brief Deſcription of a Deſign concerning a Synopſis of the Critical 
and other Commentatours upon the Holy Scripture. 


T were ſuperfluous to make a large Diſcourſe concerning the neceſlity of the 
right underſtanding of the Holy Scripture, ſecing it is univerſally acknowledged 
by all that profeſs Chriſtianity : — this is very uſeſul for all Chriſtians, ſo 
is it chiefly for all Diſpenſers of God's Word, that deſire to be Workmen that 

* need not to beaſhamed ; this being the very foundation of all Miniſteriall Em- 

TD ployments, without which they will never be able, cither ſolidly to prove Sa- 

9 PL cred Truths, or effcctually to convince Gain-fayers, and confute Errours and He- 
relies, or to — their own or their peoples Conſciences in innumerable matters of practical con- 
cernment. Nor doth any thing more ditcover the indiſpenſable uſe thereof, then the ſad efſccis 
which wiſe men have obſerved in the Church ariling from the detects of ſome Preachers in this 
particular. To this original we may refer moſt of thoſe Errours that have infcſted the Church , 
which at firſt were taken up for want of a ſolid and thorough comprehenlion of the true ſenſe of 

re; though when they were once reccived , pride, and prejudice, and faction, and in- 
tereſt have fixed them, and turned them ſometimes into tormal Herelies. From hence Sermons 
have been too often full of groſs miſtakes and wyeſtings of the Holy Scripture, and Do- 
Arines have been raiſed upon miſtaken Texts, and whole Diſcourſes built upon them; by which 
means many Chriſtian Congregations have been fel wth mens impertinencies in ſtead of the whole- 
ſome food of God's Word, and the Guides of the people have cither filled their minds with need- 
leſs Scruples and perplexities, or deluded them with falte hopes, to the great prejudice of their Souls. 
It cannot thereſore be an unacceptable work which tends to the remedie of fo great miſchicf, and 
which endeavours to make the ditficult places of Scripture plain and intelligible, by which its ho- 
nour and majeſtie will be vindicated, and the mouths of Atheiſts ſtopped, whoſe cavills againſt 
it are for the molt part the fruit of their ignorance, accompanied with impudence and enmity a- 
aſt Holy things. On thele and ſuch like Motives divers Worthy perſons in the ſcvcral Ages of the 
ch have attemptcd the Explication of the Scriptures, cithcr wholly or in part; and, to the 
. ors — be it ſpoken, we in theſe laſt Ages have the opportunity of divers excellent 
ps oſ that kinde above our T redeceiſours. And yet notwithſtanding this, it is acknowledged and 
bewailed, that to attain a ſolid underſtanding of the Holy Scriptures is a work both of great time 
and much expence, which requires the reading and buying of many Books; ſothatthe greateſt num- 
ber of Scholars, in regard of the narrowneſs of their cltates, and for want of lciſure, are unca- 
pable of enjoying this great and bleſled priviledge. 

The conlideration of this bas often put me upon an enquiry about ſome way for the removing of 
theſe two great evils 3 which I thought molt likely to be eficcted by a careful Collection of all mate- 
rial things relating to this purpoſe out of the weigluieſt Authours, by paring ofi thoſe innumerable 
ſuperfluities with which many Expolitours rather obſcure then explain their ſenſe, and by reducing 
to a ſmall compaſsand price what was ſcattered in great and many Volumes 3 which is cafier to be done 
becauſe of their infinite repetitions of the ſame things, nothing being more familiar with them 
then to borrow from one another, and to give you not onely the ſame Notions, but very frequently 
the ſame Expreflions. In purſuance hereot, | both conſidered my ſelf, and adviſed with others, con- 
cerning thoſe Authours which were fit to be taken imo this Work, and pitched upon theſe that 


follow. 

1. Thoſe Critical Authours upon the Bible lately printed at Landon in nine Volumes, out of which 
I take care to collect whatſocver belongs to the Explication of the Scripture, which | have allo redu- 
ced to a more convenient and uſeſul method, And many hundreds of Ex poſitions that lic diſperſedly, 
eſpecially in theewo laſt Volumes, and are undiſcoverable without much labour, I have brought to 
their places in the Chapter and Verſe to which they belong. And whercas there are in the 
Criticls eſpecially in Grotins) many paſlages of Gxcek Anthours expreiled onely in that language, 
I have, by the advice of a very Worthy perſon, alſo trunſlateæd them into Latine. 

2. Another Collection of literal Commentaries and Verſions of Scripture in 14 large Volumes, cal-

3. Acloſe and critical Comment upon the Old Teſtament as far as Excel, by Aluenda, in five 


Volumes. 
And theſe two laſt voluminous Books, I think I may ſay without vanity, I have ſo contracted and 


given the ſubſtance of them, that I ſuppole no judicious man will nuch complain of the want of that 
which is left. And whereas the various Verſions colle&ed by de i; Hay in the Biblia Afrxima are 
moſt imperfectiy and injudicioully repreſented, I ſhall endeavour (fo far as is neceſlary) to ſupply 


that defect, and for the future (tho'1gh it be not done in the preſent Specimen ) carefully 4 *

hibit the conſiderable Verſions where they are of moment to the underſtanding of the Text; which 
of how great uſe and benefit it may be, ſuch as are learned and judicious will eafily quand.

5. To theſe I have added in their proper places thoſe Expoſitions that lie ſcattered in the Works of 
Dr. Light foot and Mr. Aiede, and in Bochartxs his Geographia Sacra, and De animalibns, which are 
excceding conſiderable both for number and weight. 

6. Next I adde many remarkable Notes collected and written by the hands of the Learned Mr. Ga- 

taker in his interlcafed Bible, which were never yet printed, moſt courteouſly communicated to me 
by his Son the Reverend Mr. Gataker, to whom I hope the world will pay the reſpects they owe him 
for not concealing ſo great a Treaſure. And to bear thoſe company, I have inſerted in their ſeveral 
places the Expoſitions of Scripture which lie diſperſed in the printed Works of that moſt Learned 
Authour, as his Adverſaria, Cinnus, &c. 

7. And becauſe the forementioned Expoſitours, notwithſtanding the vaſtneſs and multitude of their 
Volumes, are not onely redundant in ſuperfluities, but alſo defective in neceſlaries, paſſing over many 
hundreds of difficult Scriptures, (as the manner of ſome Commentatours is) I have * en- 
deavoured, with no ſmall trouble, to ſupply thoſe defects and reſolve thoſe difficulties by the help of 
other Authours that have more elaborately and particularly handled thoſe places. For example, 
upon the Pentateuch J have collected out of Rivet, Afercer, Willet, ons; Oleaſter, Ainſworth, 4 
Lapide, Piſcator, Sc. and I ſhall take leave to ſay what learned men have acknowledged, that they 
could as ill ſpare theſe additional Supplies as any of the other Collections. And as I hope the mat- 
ter of them is weighty, and the care and pains in collecting them was more then every man can ima- 
gine, ſo the bulk of them is conſiderable, amounting, as I ſuppoſe, to a fourth or fifth part of the 
Work. And the like additions, by God's help, I intend to 2 out of the choiceſt Commentatours 
upon other Books of Scripture. Nor do Ionely extract out of theſe Authours ſuch things as are 
neceſſary to ſupply the defects of the other in ſuch places of Scripture as they lightly touch upon, 
but I do alſo take out of them ſome thouſands of their Expoſitions and Obſcrvations upon other 
places. So that I ſuppoſe there ate not in Ainſworth, Oleaſter, Bonfrerins, and Cornelius 4 Lapide, ma- 
ny paſſages of conſiderable moment to the underſtanding of any Scripture-word, phraſe or thing, that 
I have omitted, excepting ſuch as I have out of my other Authours, which it was needleſs to repeat. 
As for Piſcator, whereas the excellencie and uſefulneſs of his Comments (eſpecially upon the Old 
Teſtament) lies in a manner wholly in the Scholia and his critical Obſervations, (moſt of which are 


common to him with others of my Authours) I ſhall take care, by God's help, to inſert all the reſt 
of his Notes which are of any moment and uſe. And becauſe Critical Commentatours do generall 
confine their care to words, and negle& material and ſubſtantidl Difficulties, and on the other ſide 
ſuch Commentatours as do ſolidly and ſubſtantially explain the ſenſe and matter of the Scripture are 
for the moſt part negligent of Critical things, I have here conjoyned Authours of both kinds, and 
have endeavoured out of the one to ſu ol the defects of the other; and in all thoſe Authours I 
have not onely expreſſed their ſenſe and opinion, but alſo the Reaſons (where they give any) of 
their ſeveral Interpretations. 

Laſtly, becauſe there are divers parts and paſſages of Holy Scripture which ſeem not to be ſuf- 
ficiently cleared by all thoſe Expoſitors , I ſhall therefore endeavour to ſupply that defect, and eſpe- 
cially in thoſe paſlages which Atheiſts take occaſion to except againſt 3 and ſome very Learned men 
have promiſed me their aſſiſtance for it. And particularly, becauſe the Hiſtorical Books of the Old 
Teſtament are not ſo claborately handled as moſt other Books, nor have our Commentatours ſo fully 
collected out of the Jewiſh Authours upon them as upon the reſt, I have therefore intreated the 
help of the Reverend and Learned Dr. Lightfoot, who hath undertaken the task, and will ſtill go 
on to oblige the world by obſerving ſuch things as are remarkable in Hebrew Autſid urs upon thoſe 
Books. This alſo I muſt adde, that being here to repreſent the opinions and reaſons of ſeveral Learned 
men, which many times are contrary one to another, I ſhall not be ſo arrogant as to make my ſelf the 
Judge and Umpire among them, but ſhall rather act the part of an Hiſtorian, to relate them with all 
faithfulneſs a1 indifferencie, which I hold my ſelſ obliged to in honour and conſcience and com- 
mon prudence. Now I have given an accountof my , I ſhall make it my earneſt deſire, that 
2 Learned man who can propoſe any thing farther to the compleating of the Work would be plea- 
ſed to ſigniſie his thoughts to me, for which I ſhall acknowledge my ſelf much indebted to him. 

After all that I have ſaid, perhaps many of our Nation will look upon themſelves as uncon- 
cerned in a Work of this kinde, and judge themſelves neglected, becauſe tis lockt up in an un- 
known Tongue : yet | doubt not but they will be ſatisfied, when they ſhall obſerve that the nature of 
the Work did altogether require that it ſhould be done in the learned Languages, becauſe it chicf!y 
conſiſts inthe explication of Hebrew and Greek words and phraſes, which would ſignifie little to 
them if they were rendred in Engliſh. They are alſo to conſider, that ſeeing this Work is deſigned 
for the inſtructing of thoſe who are to teach them, the benefits of it will not onely be enjoyed by the 
Learned, but will at laſt redound to all private Chriſtians. The
